'And because of this fact 
the post office inspectors \v' i made 
the arrest do not believe that their 
attempt at blackmail of which the 
government claims that it has posi- 
tive proof, was anything more than 
the general belief of the district in 
which tfiey have lived their 
livens 


that those -who have much should 
give to those who are less fortunate. 
But it is adsnitte,di tat the-js&iLare 
of the type whs could be depended 
on to try to carry out any threats 
that were made. 


.• This is the real .danger of the 
present cause, according to the ofd-

Inspector Beekman, as a hunter,
